HIV REPORT 

CDC ‘DEEPLY CONCERNED’ BY RISE IN CASES 
AMONG GAY AND BISEXUAL BLACK MEN

The new numbers on HIV in America are out, and 
officials say there is some cause for alarm. 

While the number of new HIV infections in the 
U.S. has remained steady, at around 50,000 cases a 
year over the past four years, the new data show the 
largest increases were among gay and bisexual men. 
Of that group, young black men had what the agency 
called “alarming increases,” according to the Centers 
for Disease Control and Prevention. 

The report about HIV, the virus that causes 
AIDS, was published online Wednesday in the scien- 
tific journal PLoS ONE. 

“We are deeply concerned by the alarming rise in 
new HIV infections in young, black gay and bisexual 
men and the continued impact of HIV among young 
gay and bisexual men of all races,” said Dr. Jonathan 
Mermin, director of the CDC’s Division of HIV/

AIDS Prevention. “We cannot allow the health of a 
new generation of gay men to be lost to a preventable 
disease. It’s time to renew the focus on HIV among 
gay men and confront the homophobia and stigma 
that all too often accompany this disease.” 

It’s not just African-Americans who are dispro- 
portionately affected. The data suggest that commu- 
nities of color are shouldering a heavier burden. In 
2009, blacks made up 14 percent of the population 
but accounted for 44 percent of all new infections. 
Their infection rate was almost eight times that of 
whites. The rate among black men was the highest of 
any group— more than six times that of white men. 

The infection rate among black women was 15 
times higher than white women. Hispanics make up 
about 1 6 percent of the population and 20 percent of 
new HIV infections. Their rate of infection is about 
three times that of whites. Reuters, cnn

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Those nipples 
better be real 

My world has, for the most part, only gotten better as CGI has 
improved. It’s let me visit Jurassic Park, follow shifty-eyed Gollum to 
Mordor and witness Spider- Alan swing through the New York skyline 
in a way the comic books never could capture. But with great power 
comes great responsibility. 

There is a strange and disturbing trend creeping up in my digitally 
altered movie world: CGI nudity. 

Computer-generated imaging allows modest actors to be digitally 
altered. Pasties and panties are erased and nipples are drawn on to paint 
prudish actors into liberated, flawlessly beautiful beings. 

Olivia Wilde, the luscious brunette, recently revealed she has a top- 
less scene in this weekend’s new movie “The Change-Up”— thanks to 
CGI. This news comes on the heels of Jessica Alba’s much-ballyhooed 
CGI shower scene in 2010’s “Machete.” Is this the future of film 
nudity? A nip slip with the click of a mouse? 

Sure, I would have remained in the dark about Wilde’s fake areolas 
had she not used the factoid as conversation fodder on “Jimmy Kimmel 
Live.” No one (probably) would have been able to tell they weren’t re- 
ally her nipples if she hadn’t owned up to it. Not to mention there are 
plenty of movies with uncredited body doubles masquerading as your 
favorite celeb’s perfect rump. The question is: Where does it end? 

If you can computer-generate a nipple, why not go farther and 
create full-frontal nudity or graphic sex scenes post-production? Will 
actors need to have “no-CGI nudity” clauses in their contracts? Will 
the price of real nudity be a negotiation point? $5 million for a digital 
areola, but $10 million for the real thing? 

Moreover, what about the ick factor of fake nudity? At a certain 
point, CGI’d humans stop looking realistic and start looking creepy. 
It’s why Tom Hanks in “The Polar Express” gave you worse night- 
mares than Freddy Krueger ever did. 

There’s also the obvious flaw of CGI nudity: It isn’t real. Excluding 
gratuitous nudity that can easily be handed off to a body double, some- 
times being naked is important to the authenticity of the movie magic. 
The moment in which the two lovers fall into bed won’t be as convinc- 
ing because acting naked isn’t the same as actually being naked. Those 
titillating scenes will lack the sexuality and vulnerability of being naked. 

Let’s not forget that nudity on film extends beyond just sex scenes. 
The big reveal in “The Crying Game” would have fallen flat if the 
iconic shot had been computer code. The rape scene in “A Clockwork 
Orange” wouldn’t have been as terribly realistic and, therefore, as hor- 
rifying without the actual nudity 

The fake nudity debate shouldn’t be as black-and-white as “Is it right 
or wrong?” My concern: Is it necessary? This isn’t an issue of using CGI 
to manufacture a stunt that is too dangerous for a real person— it’s just 
a boob. We don’t need Industrial Light and Magic’s help to re-create a 
nipple.

A life cut short 

Teen gunned down in Bronzeville remembered for love of basketball

Located just east of the Dan Ryan Expressway 
in Bronzeville, Metcalfe Park is considered a 
safe place where young basketball players show 
off their skills, old men play cards and families 
cook out. 

But on T hursday teenage boys gathered 
quietly still in shock that 13-year-old Darius 
Brown had been shot a day earlier in broad day- 
light w hile playing in a five-on- five, lull-court 
basketball game. 

Tlie diminutive player had just high- five c 
teammate Steve Barron for scoring a basket 
when gunfire erupted from a passing car at 
about 5:30 p*m*, Barron said* 

Everybody ran, 

Barron fled west to the baseball diamond, 
Oak lei Lofton hid behind a tree and Ronald 
Craig ducked behind a bench* 


But Darius was struck by a bullet in his 
neck while still on the court* He hopped over 
a bench, ran past the drinking fountain and 
jumped over another bench back onto the bas- 
ketball court, where he collapsed. Dried blood 
marked the trail he took. 

Barron said he and other boys on the court 
ran to Darius, held him and told the dying boy, 
“You’re strong. We love you.” 

On Thursday night Chicago police made 
an appeal to the public for anyone with infor- 
mation about the shooting to come forward. 
Church and community groups quickly raised 
a $9,000 reward for the arrest of the gunman. 

Police released a surveillance video image 
from a nearby building that shows a white 
car— described as a late-model four-door se- 
dan-near the crime scene. Wentworth Area 
Sgt. Shawn McGavock said multiple gunshots 


came from a similar-looking car occupied by 
perhaps two individuals. 

Basketball was a way of life for Darius, who 
went by the nickname “Bay-Bay” and aspired 
to be in the pros. 

“He watched it, he played it, all day,” his 
mother, Stephanie Brown, said. “... I know he 
died doing what he loved to do.” 

He spent hours at the park with his basket- 
ball buddies, many of whom were older than he 
was, though they credited him with being the 
better player. 

“He was going to be the one to make it,” 
Devonte Grant, 16, said. 

Rodes Hunt, basketball coach at Holy An- 
gels School, where Darius was to enter the 
eighth grade in a few weeks, agreed: 

“He would have been in the NBA. I Ie was 
that good.”

Bust out the space raft— 
Mars may have saltwater 


There are no little green men yet, but scientists have 
found new evidence for possible saltwater flows on 
Mars. 

The discovery was announced at a NASA news 
conference Thursday. 

Alfred McEwen, lead author of the Science study 
showing these observations, and his team have been 
observing Mars using the HiRISE camera aboard the 
Mars Reconnaissance Orbiter. His team has identi- 
fied features on some slopes of the planet that appear 
to fade in the winter and come back in the spring. 

These flows occur near the Mars equator, where 
temperatures would be suitable for liquid water. 

The water is expected to be salty because previ- 
ous study of the planet has shown that its surface 
is salty 

Seven such sites on the planet have been con- 
firmed, with 20 more possible. 

The study does not prove water exists but identi- 
fies it as the best explanation. 

“I think it’s going to be laboratory experiments 
on Earth that give us the best confirmation or refu- 
tation,” McEwen said.

A primordial collision of two moons that once or- 
bited Earth explains why the present-day moon 
is a bit lopsided and its far side much rockier than 
the lunar surface facing our planet, scientists said 
Wednesday. Research published in the journal 
Nature suggests the early moon was shadowed by 
a smaller companion satellite, about one-thirtieth 
of its own mass, as the two bodies circled the infant 
Earth in tandem more than 4 billion years ago.

CELEBS AT LOLLA 


Lollapalooza, according to “Rush- 
more” star and former Phantom Planet 
drummer Jason Schwartzman, is a 
little like the 1986 animated film “Care 
Bears Movie II: A New Generation.” 
He can explain. Sort of. 

“The bands stay in one hotel and 
hang out in the lobby together and go 
to see each other’s show,” Schwartz- 
man said the Monday after last year’s 
Lollapalooza. “That makes me happy. 
It’s like the Care Bears movie where 
the Care Bears and the Care Bears 
Cousins join forces to take on the evil 
wizard at summer camp. It always gave 
me chills.” 

Schwartzman is right. Many of the 
artists do stay at one hotel and spend much of the reunionlike 
weekend supporting one another. Why? Because artists like 
hanging out with other artists. And they like going to places 
where other artists have been. With Lollapalooza setting up 
shop for three more days of rock, hip-hop and dance music 
mayhem starting Friday, if you look in the right places, you just 
might see them out en masse. 

The day after Pearl Jam headlined Lolla in 2007, frontman 
Eddie Vedder, Kid Rock and Big & Rich’s John Rich attended 
a charity event hosted by former Blackhawk Chris Chelios at 
Stanley’s Kitchen & Tap. 

Fellow Lincoln Park bar Delilah’s also has a reputation for 
drawing rockers. Two nights before last year’s Lollapalooza, 
however, it hosted Lady Gaga. 

Many artists will attend after-parties during Lolla simply 
because they like or are friends with the band performing, as 
Schwartzman pointed out. Lolla founder and Jane’s Addiction 
singer Perry Farrell, Depeche Mode’s Martin Gore and Sound- 
garden band members have all been on hand for the annual 
after-shows at Metro, which this year features Cold War Kids 
and Atmosphere. 

If a Lolla artist is unfamiliar with Chicago’s night-life scene, 
the Hard Rock Hotel— which hosts several of the acts as well 
as celebrity gift suites and after-parties for the event— keeps a 
list of recommendations for its famous clientele. The concierge 
recommends Publican, Moto and Sunda for dinner, the Violet 
Hour and the Aviary for cocktails, and the Underground for 
clubbing. 

Hard Rock hosted the famous Music Lounge parties the 
past five years, but this year’s VIP parties, collectively dubbed 
the Belve Music Lounge, will take place at the W Chicago- 
City Center Hotel. (Hard Rock’s parties now will take place 
in Angels & Kings, in the hotel’s lobby, and will feature a 
performance by A&K co-owner Pete Wentz’s new band, Black 
Cards.) The Music Lounge booked up-and-coming perform- 
ers for its after-parties in years past— it wasn’t that long ago 
that unknown Ke$ha took the stage— and this year will do the 
same. Skylar Grey Two Door Cinema Club, and Fitz and The 
Tantrums are scheduled to perform, and Grace Potter of Grace 
Potter and the Nocturnals will DJ. @aboutluisgomez

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Andy Serkis goes ape again 


‘Rings’ actor at center of ‘Rise of the Planet of the Apes’

Andy Serkis doesn’t see himself as “the king 
of performance capture,” the title recently 
bestowed upon the actor most famous for his 
groundbreaking turn as Gollum in “The Lord 
of the Rings” movies. 

“I don’t think there’s such a thing as a per- 
formance-capture or motion-capture actor,” 
Serkis says. ‘Any actor can do it. I’ve just em- 
braced it, is all.” 

Indeed he has. The 47-year-old English ac- 
tor, who played the great ape King Kong, has 
two roles in this winter’s performance-cap- 
ture animated “The Adventures of Tintin,” 
and is reprising Gollum in Peter Jackson’s 
two-part film of “The Hobbit.” 

He’s also the simian hero in “Rise of the 


Planet of the Apes,” which opens Friday 

For each performance, Serkis dons a dot- 
covered suit and has dots painted on his 
face. Computers and computers “capture” 
his performance, which is then animated. 
Serkis calls this “digital makeup,” and notes 
how much more expressive and subtle it is 
than the rubber prosthetics and masks that 
actresses from Kim Hunter to Helena Bon- 
ham Carter have had to wear to play apes in 
the earlier films. 

In a decade of doing performance capture 
work, Serkis says “the technology has be- 
come more transparent, more elegant. The 
most significant change between the first 
time I donned the suit is that we can now 
shoot all my scenes on the set with the other 


actors. So now, instead of acting with the oth- 
er actors and then going off ... to shoot the 
performance-capture work at a later date, I 
can do it all in one hit. It has that intimacy 
and immediacy the alchemy between actors 
on the set is back. They’re reacting to the real 
me.” 

In “Rise of the Planet of the Apes,” Ser- 
kis plays Caesar, a chimpanzee who is given 
a drug that makes him super-intelligent. He 
lives with humans until that fateful day when 
he is torn from his “family,” and once penned 
up among the apes, he figures out how to lead 
them in revolt. 

Caesar has “a fascinating arc, as a character, 
since I get to play him from childhood until 
the revolt,” Serkis says. And because Serkis 
had already played a gorilla, “I’d already done a 
lot of the primate research I needed to figure 
out their movements, posture. When I played 


Kong. I spent a lot of time in zoos, and I went 
to Rwanda to study mountain gorillas. And 
when I was in Rwanda, I was lucky enough to 
literally hang out with a young orphan chim- 
panzee.” 

He wore arm extensions to get his body 
closer to a chimp’s shape and rehearsed the 
physicality of the role. ‘And once you’ve 
learned how to calibrate your movements to 
the computer-generated puppet of Caesar ... 
you can start to think about the character— 
who he is and how he might think.” 

Serkis says performance-capture acting 
work “is liberating, because you’re both the 
puppet and the puppeteer.” And that makes 
him want to share what he knows with others. 

He’s starting a motion-capture studio for 
filmmakers and an academy for performance 
capture actors in London. The Imaginarium 
will emphasize “that this is a filmmaking

Some performers stick 
to a diet of predictable 
choices. James Franco 
approaches life as a 
feast of opportunities. 

The 33 -year-old ac- 
tor has appeared in su- 
perhero movies, com- 
edies, socially relevant 
dramas, small art films and a TV soap opera. 
He’s studied at a bunch of colleges. He writes. 
He paints. He directs. He’s involved in avant- 
garde art projects and electronic music. 

“I only work on things that I’m passionate 
about,” Franco says by phone of his artistic 
multitasking. 

Franco is in Pontiac, Mich., to make “Oz: 
The Great and Powerful.” But he’s talking 
“Rise of the Planet of the Apes,” which opens 
Friday It’s a prequel of sorts to 1968’s “Planet 
of the Apes” starring Charlton Heston as an 
astronaut stranded in a world ruled by talk- 
ing chimps, gorillas and orangutans. 

Franco plays Will Rodman, a scientist 
whose research subject, a chimp named Cae- 
sar he has made super-intelligent through 
drug experiments, is imprisoned. Cue the 
revolutionary battle teased in the previews. 

This isn’t Franco’s first brush with ape 
movies. He co-wrote, directed and starred in 
2005’s “The Ape,” about a writer who moves 
in with a talking, shirt-wearing gorilla. 

“Both movies push boundaries of what a 
realistic ape could do, giving them more hu- 
man qualities than a normal ape would have,” 
Franco says. “That pushing of the boundaries 
of reality is possible because they are so close 
to us. ... They’re great metaphors or analogies 
to how we are and who we are and how we 
treat each other.” 

“Rise of the Planet of the Apes” is ground- 
ed in issues of the day, in this case, the moral 
complexities of scientific research. 

“I am optimistic about science,” Franco 
says. “The experiments that we’re pretend- 
ing to do in this film are to cure Alzheimer’s. 
I think that’s fine. WFat’s questionable about 
the way the scientists in the film are working 
is how they treat the animals, how they test 
the animals, how disposable they are.” 

In real life, Franco doesn’t have chimps, 
but he does brag about his two cats. “They’re 
very loving and have great personalities,” he 
says, laughing. “Said like a true cat owner.”

Vengeance reigns 
in new ‘Spartacus’ 


When the Starz hit “Spartacus” returns in January, 
it’ll have a new leading man in Liam McIntyre, a 
new title, “Vengeance,” and its leading lady, Lucy 
Lawless, will look a bit bedraggled. 

“[Lucretia’s} somewhat worse for wear,” Lawless 
told reporters at San Diego Comic-Con a few 
weeks ago, talking about her formerly glamorous 
character, who was stabbed and nearly killed in the 
show’s first season. 

The exciting trailer shown at Comic- Con 
introduced the new Spartacus, Liam McIntyre. He 
replaces former star Andy Whitfield, who had to 
bow out of the show to battle cancer. Earlier this 
year, Starz and the show’s producers came up with a 
prequel to the first season called “Spartacus: Gods 
of the Arena,” that focused on another gladiator 
named Gannicus (Dustin Clare). 

The Season 2 preview shows that Gannicus 
will be back, and it chronicles Lawless’ dramatic 
entrance as Lucretia, who stuns her old frenemy, 
Ilithyia (Viva Bianca), by being alive. The last time 
we saw Ilithyia in Season 1, she was ordering her 
men to block the door to Lucretia’s villa, leaving 


Lucretia, her husband and their guests at the mercy 
of Spartacus and the gladiators, who were revolt- 
ing against their enslavement. Batiatus was killed; 
somehow Lucretia survived. 

“She’s lost her beloved husband. She’s lost her 
child. She’s lost all the promise of the nuclear 
family That’s why the show’s called Vengeance,’ ” 
Lawless said, laughing. “She’s lost a great deal of sta- 
tus, as you can imagine. It’s a moment-to-moment 
struggle for survival for the rest of the season. But 
she’s got a master plan.” 

When asked if Lucretia will eventually get her 
groove back, Lawless laughed: “Yes, she does, and it 
ain’t the groove you think.” 

Lucretia will focus her vengeance not on Sparta- 
cus but on Crixus (Manu Bennett), the father of her 
child, whom he killed when he stabbed Lucretia. 
Lawless teased that the “epic” season also will focus 
on the relationship between Lucretia and Ilithyia. 

“Need is what drives them together, and they ain’t 
happy about it,” she cracked.
